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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Indefinite terms are used; "can be", "such as" . 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim lacks structure. The structure that goes to make up the claimed device 
must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. ^ 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the function boxes are not labeled with 
their functional name. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by SANTURTUN 
etal. 4,601 ,051. 

CLAIM 1 , SANTURTUN discloses X-ray equipment that has an AC-DC source (23), a 
controlled current converter (27), a capacitor bank (capacitance on input of 27) and an 
inverter (27) connected to a high voltage transformer (28), the inverter and the high 
voltage transformer being governed by a control (33).
